off the coast of the state of Colima.

The New Mexico trembled I rom 
bow to stern, as if she had struck 
an unchartered reef, and the navi 
gating officer 
sounded 
the collis 
sion alarm on the 
flagship 
siren. 
Sailors in the foretop said the bas­ 
ket masts of the warship swayed 
like poplar trees in a gale. 
Officers on the quarter deck hur­ 
ried to their posts and the n e w 
and the marines took their places. 
All water tight compartments were 
closed and inspecting parties were 
sent into the holds to see if there 
had been any damage to the hull. 
Adm iral 
Hugh 
Rodman, 
com­ 
manding the fleet, recognized the 
cause of the 
disturbance. 
It’s an 
earthquake,” he 
said. 
“ W e 
are 
right off the cost of Colima, where 
there a m many earthquakes.”

Brainard he ordered: 
“ Signal all 
ships in the fleets and see if they 
felt any excessive vibration.”

were received soon from the five 
other dreadnaughts reporting they 
felt the shocks.

Adm iral Rodman kept the crew 
at quarters for 15 minutes and or­
